Do n’t vio late the farmer’s ho s­ 
pitality by leaving 
gates 
o pen, 
cutting fences, o r destro y ing 
his 
pro perty . Ask the farmer fo r per­ 
missio n to

means less po sted land. 


No American animal is so clever 
as the beaver in building his ho me. 
No engineer reveals greater skill 
than he in interlacing his hut 
to 
pro tect his tribe against 
natural 
enemies, such as the 
wo lf 
and 
bear, o r trappers. 
The 
entrance 
is under water, enabling the beav­ 
er to pass in and o ut even 
after 
ice has fo rmed o n the po nd. 
In appearance the beaver 
hut 
’resembles the iglo o o f the Eskimo . 
The fo undatio n is laid in a circul­ 
ar shape to a thickness o f abo ut 
six inches, and in a mo st wo nder­ 
ful. way it increases 
bit by 
bit, 
fo rmed 
to resemble 
a 
perfect- 
do me. 
Thro ugho ut, the shape 
is 
sy mmetrical, bo th interio r pnd ex ­ 
terio r being very smo o th, and the 
wo rk has the appearance o f hav­ 
ing been ex ecuted by a mechanic 
using a tro wel. 
The do me is the real ho me 
o f 
the beaver family . A shelf, three 
o r fo ur feet lo ng, pro vides a co m­ 
fo rtable place fo r the animals 
to 
curl up clo sely in their beds, which 
are 
made 
by 
stripping y ello w 
birch into lo ng shreds, so mewhat 
like the bro o ms made by the In­ 
dians, which 
keep 
the 
animals 
warm and co ntented. 
In tjje fall, 
just as killing fro sts appear, 
the 
ho use is carefully plastered 
with 
mud, with the ex ceptio n o f a small 
place at the to p, which serv es as 
a ventilato r. 
Then 
nature 
fu r­ 
nishes the ex tra co vering in the 
deep falls o f sno w. 
On a “flo o r” beneath the sleep­ 
ing quarters is a co zy little ro o m 
abo ut fo ur 
inches 
abo ve 
water 
level, which is used fo r dry ing the 
fur after a swim, and as the din­ 
ing ro o m. Six inches abo ve is the 
bedro o m, so that the water wo uld 
need to rise ten inches o r a fo o t 
befo re it wo uld tro uble 
the 
in­ 
mates. 
Fo r go ing and co ming, 
o r 
to 
make a way o f escape fro m 
the 
meddling o tter, 
two 
ho les 
are 
made in the dining 
ro o m 
flo o r, 
which lead directly to the water. 
Under the water, tunnels are dug 
in the bank so me distance 
fro m 
the ho use, to furnish 
o ther way s 
o l escape. 
After the dams and lo dge 
are 
co mpleted, the beaver wo rks hard 
during favo rable weather gather­ 
ing sto res fo r the lo ng winter sea­ 
so n. 
His favo rite 
fo o d 
is 
the 
cambium lay er o r green part ju st 
under the bark o f the tree. When 
the bark is pro perly seaso ned, the 
lo gs are cut into lengths vary ing 
fro m two to twelve feet, and ’ are 
lo wered to the bo tto m o f the po nd 
near the hut. This pile is o f co n­ 
siderable size, fo r it must pro vide 
fo o d fo r the entire family 
fro m 
fo ur to six mo nths. 
If the do me be firm and the sto ck 
o f fo o d be ample, the beavers may 
remain in their ho me, under 
the 
ice and sno w, the entire 
winter. 
Here, o ccasio nally diving thro ugh 
the ho les in tho dining ro o m flo o r 
to their pantry belo w, fo r 
a lo g 
o r two , they rest, sleep and spend 
the o nly vacatio n o f which 
they 
kno w. 
Yew peo ple kno w that the beav­ 
er carries a pair o f pinchers. Yet, 
this is a fact. 
No w and then, 
in 
cutting wo do up 
into 
the 
right 
lengths, and in peeling lo gs 
and 
shrubs, the animals 
get 
slivers 
embedded in their gums o r wedg­ 
ed between their teeth. Ho w they 
managed to get these o ut unassist­ 
ed lo ng puzzled man. 
“They pull slivers o ut with their 
pinchers,” declared 
the 
veteran 
wo o dsman. 
“Each beaver has two 
sets o f pinchers which he alway s 
carries with him. 
The to enail o f 
the seco nd to e fro m the inside o n 
each hind fo o t is radically differ­ 
ent fro m the o thers; it is really a 
pair o f nails, hinged at the base, 
and two o f the knife-edges co m­

skin o f this water-baby

Ano ther administratio n measure, 
which 
wo uld 
require 
insurance 
co mpanies to have the 
appro val 
o f the state superintendent o f in­ 
surance 
befo re 
purchasing real 
estate. The amo unt o f real estate 
acquired by a co mpany wo uld be 
limited so as no t 
to ex ceed 
the 
amo unt o f capital sto ck o f a co m­ 
pany . 
By a vo te o f 110 to 12, the Ho use 
passed the Hamlin ex cess pro fits 
bill. 
The measure, which was 
intro ­ 
duced by Rep. 
Ro y 
Hamlin

Mario n eo unty , pro vides fo r an ad­ 
ditio nal ex eif# o r franchise 
tax 
upo n do mestic and fo reign co rpo r­ 
atio ns.
